(I Want to Know.. 

Why are medical and hospital insur¬ 
ance payments not deducted from 
welfare pay? 

Welfare Pay is based on a percent¬ 
age of regular pay according to length 
of service and number of dependants. 
Therefore if the regular deductions 
were to be made for such things as In¬ 
come Tax, Pension Plan, Hospital and 
Medical premiums, the amount re¬ 
ceived as Welfare Pay would be sig¬ 
nificantly reduced. Because Welfare 
Pay is made up separately from regu¬ 
lar pay and paid separately and 
sometimes is received along with reg¬ 
ular pay in a particular pay period, it 
is felt that it is best to make such de¬ 
ductions only from regular pay. 

In order to be sure that the individ¬ 
ual's hospital and medical premiums 
are paid, the Company pays these 
premiums for the individual con¬ 
cerned if no regular pay is earned 
during a pay period, but asks the indi¬ 
vidual to repay the Company when 
they return to work and are receiving 
their regular salary. 


What is the basis for the answer given 
in the May Contacts to the question 
"Why must women employees retire 
at age 60 when men are permitted to 
work until age 65." The answer states 
that it was found that these ages ap¬ 
pear to meet the desires and needs of 
the majority. 


The Economics and Research Branch of the 
Department of Labour have published the fol¬ 
lowing findings:

The publication further states: "Women in 
general have a longer life expectancy than 
men. Thus, even if female employees retire at 
the same age as men, it is more costly to pro¬ 
vide them with a pension.”

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AUTOMATION 

AND THE '61 SALES CLERK

You, as retail merchandise sales clerks, hold positions that are unique in re¬ 
gard to the permanence of their existence. 

There are many uncertainties about which we are justifiably concerned in this 
age of scientific ingenuity. The advent of inter-continental rockets, jet bombers, 
atomic missiles and outer-space exploration has caused drastic changes in our 
way of life socially, politically and economically. And one technical advance 
has proved to be of incalculable value to many commercial enterprises, namely, 
automation. 

The advantages of an automatic machine over the human body are very evi¬ 
dent for many jobs. For example, opening supermarket doors for parcel-laden 
customers or flying giant jet airplanes or handling the assembly line quality 
control of steel and fabrics and plastics in factories. There are thousands of jobs 
being done now by machines — and automation is in its infancy — that men or 
women could not do at all, or could not do as competently. 

A machine could be constructed that would operate more punctually and more 
efficiently than do many clerks; would have a more business-like appearance; 
would not take mental jaunts into social or other extra-curricular activities during 
working hours. Machines would operate expertly regardless of real or imagined 
competition, and so eliminate the possibility of lost sales because of a depressed 
attitude caused by rumours and misinterpreted facts. 

However, a machine cannot be built that incorporates imagination. Machines 
cannot possess character, a sales person's most valuable, albeit intangible asset. 
A machine is incapable of cheerfulness, of obvious and enthusiastic confidence in 
both the goods for sale and in the company that sells them. No machine could 
be sincerely concerned with satisfying a customer's requirements in a specifically 
stated price range. Above all, not now or in the future, will anyone ever be able 
to build courtesy and co-operation into a machine. 

So, we have two commitments: Eaton's to guarantee the quality, value, price 
and performance of all the merchandise for sale; the employees to accentuate 
the desirable human characteristics not found in machines which result in cus¬ 
tomer purchases and satisfaction. There is less likelihood of a machine replacing 
a sales clerk than there is of the same clerk celebrating a Quarter Century Club 
membership by negotiating a successful trip over Niagara Falls on a crokinole 
board.

ANSWERS TO PROBLEMS ON PAGE 7 

Problem 1 

To find the average sale, divide dollar sales by the number of transactions. Hence, 
$4,500.00 divided by 8,000 would equal $0.56, the amount of the average sale. 

Problem 2 

If the number of selling days were the same both years, we would simply add 10% to 
$25,000. Planned sales this year would then be $27,500. To adjust for the difference in 
selling days, divide $27,500 by 26 days. You have a daily sales average of $1,057.69. Now 
multiply daily sales average by 25 days. Result is $26,442.25—the sales to plan for this year.
